Military Situation 

Both fronts temain quiet. The UN Security Council 
has sent a telegram to UNEF Commander General Siilvasua 
instructing him to request the commander of the Israeli 


’ Armed Forces to return his troops to positions occupied 


by them at 1650 October 22. The Israelis claim that the 
Egyptians attempted to put a bridge across the Canal ta 
the north of Suez city but that the current broke up the - 
bridge before the Israelis. could destroy it.

Cairo's authoritative Al. Ahram reported that Egypt 
would today turn over to the ICRC a list of Israeli 
prisoners held by Egypt. This action may take some of 
the steam out of the Knesset debate scheduled for today 
during which right-wing parties are expected to continue 
criticism of the government for having agreed to a cease~.

Informal Security Council consultations on the 
formation of UNEF have been postponed at U.S. suggestion 
until October 31 by which time signs of movement on the 
POW issue may have softened the Israeli position toward

UNEF contingent which the USG has agreed to airlift 
from Helsinki to Cairo. 


Libya and Oil 


The Libyan radio has announced a Libyan decision 
to completely suspend oil exports to the Netherlands 
as of October 30. According to the announcement this 
step was taken because of the unsatisfactory Dutch 
response to a Libyan request for clarification of the 
Netherland's position on the ME conflict. 


Arab Boycott Action 


The Belgian Foreign Office has received a report 
from its Embassy in Damascus that the Arab Boycott 
Office there has warned Sabena, Air France, KLM, 
Lufthansa and Pan Am that they will be boycotted if 
they resume service to Israel (Sabena resumed service 


October 29; Pan Am does not fly to Israel). The Belgian 


Embassy in Damascus has been instructed to inform the 


Boycott Office that this demand is "exhorbitant." The 


Belgians understand that the French have sent similar 
instructions to their Embassy in Damascus.
